The 
fonts Midwest and Mr. Robot were used on the cover and for headlines and sub-headlines. The logo was created and designed by Stephen 
Williams, graphic designer. 

Photography: Photos were printed in CMYK at a resolution of 300ppi. Photos were taken with Canon digital cameras. 

Production: The 2019 Whispering Pines was produced with Dell computers using Adobe InDesign CS6 and Photoshop Elements 8. 

Typography: Headlines and secondary headlines were in Hammer style using Midwest Regular and Mr. Robot Regular. Body copy was 
in 10 pt. Times New Roman font. Captions were 8 pt. Times New Roman font. Folio was Midwest Regular.
